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A New Idea For A Mic Clip...Or “Click” 
Rob Fenn, KC6TYD 


Last fall it was time to purchase a new truck 
which meant | had to transfer all my ham gear 
from my old truck to the new one. In my previ- 
ous truck | used a mic clip that attached to the 
louvers of one the AC vents. This was very con- 
venient and quick to install. The only down side 
was that a small portion of the mic obstructed 
the air flow and the louvers lose some range of 
adjustment. When deciding if | wanted to try a 
different approach | recalled seeing an ad that 
used magnets to attach the mic to the dash ra- 
ther than a clip. | was intrigued and looked into 
it but soon found that the price for the kit was a 
bit too much for just a couple magnets. 


Well, time for some DIY. 


| purchased few small but-/ 
ton magnets from Michaels 
and some Scotch 3M 20 
pound mounting tape. In- 
stallation only took about 10 
minutes. | took one of the 
magnets and attached it to 
existing mic clip on the back 
of the mic with some hot

heat from the hot glue | used the mounting tape. 


al 


| simply cut off about 
a inch and applied it 
to the other magnet. 
| then trimmed off the 
excess and stuck it 
onto the dash. | held 
the magnet against 
the dash for about 30 
seconds to insure a 
good bound. Just to 
be on the safe side | 
then left it alone for 
about 12 hours. 
Now keep in mind, 
when attaching the 
magnets to the mic and dash be sure to orien- 
tate the magnets so that they attract to each oth- 
er rather than repel each other. 


Well, when the time came to give it a try it

worked out perfectly. In fact it’s actually a little 
easier than using a traditional mic clip because 
there is no slot to slide the mic into. You only 
have to be about an inch away and “click” your 


mic is stowed! When removing the mic | slid the 
mic off the magnet rather then pull it straight off. 
No reason other than maybe reducing a pulling 
force on the tape and thereby reducing the pos- 
sibility of pulling the taped off the dash. That 
would all depend on how strong the magnets 
you end up using are.

June 12, 2019, Board Meeting Minutes

Kristen, (K6WX), opened with a discussion on 
threats to ham radio, more specifically band allo- 
cations. Of immediate concern is a proposal by 
France to re-allocate the 144-146 MHz band pri- 
mary user to Aeronautical Mobile service. 
Though not quite sure what Aeronautical Mobile 
service is, the fact that they want to take over 
primary use of this band means ham use of 2M 
will be of a secondary nature which endangers 
our use of the band at all. She also noted that it 
already is an agenda item on the upcoming
